Float Nears

“Best Butchei^’ Discovered in 
Siena Madre...30 Years Later! 
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Float

Back in 1966 when 
“papa” Taylor opened 
Taylor’s 01’ Fashioned 
Meat Market in Upper 
Hastings Ranch with his 
two sons, Don and Merle, 
being “old-fashioned” was 
hardly fashionable. The 
turbulent sixties were de¬ 
cidedly about change and 
to affix the “old-fash¬ 
ioned” label to anything or 
anyone was most often not 
considered a compliment. 
The rejection of the old 
ways touched every part of 
the American lifestyle and 
urbanites were just begin¬ 
ning their love affair with 
the supermaricet. The mas¬ 
sive supermarket chains 
with superior buying 
power and more floor 
space wooed the masses 
with lower prices and 
greater selection. The 
small local grocery store 
like Sierra Madre’s own 
Roess’s Market) were to 
soon disappear from the 
scene like one more dino¬ 
saur that couldn’t cope 
with a changed environ¬ 


ment. With the demise of 
most local markets went 
the local full service 
butcher shop and the local 
butcher gave way to as¬ 
sembly line meat cutting 
and nameless meat cutters 
hidden in the back room. 

But as with old fash¬ 
ioned Sierra Madre itself, 
somehow old fashioned 
Taylor’s survived, even 
thrived. Last month, cel¬ 
ebrating its 2Sth year at its 
present location inside 
Howie’s Ranch Market, 
Taylor’s was discovered 
by the outside world when 
• the PASADENA 
WEEKLY named it “Best 
Butcher of 1996” as the 
result of a vote of its read¬ 
ers. Taylor’s recognition 
is particularly signiftcant 
in light of the strength of 
its competition. The win¬ 
ner for the past several 
years has been Bristol 
Farms in South Pasadena. 

Don Taylor, now the 
sole owner, when asked 
about what has been the 
secret to his survival is 
quick to point to the qual¬ 


ity of his product. “We use 
only USDA grade “prime” 
beef. As far as I know, we 
are the only butcher shop 
in the San Gabriel Valley 
which carries only prime 
beef.” While customers 
are quick to acknowledge 
the quality of the meat, 
most point to the service as 
a significant reason for 
their patronage. Everyone 
seems to have a story 
about Taylor’s service but 
none quite to remarkable 
as that of Mrs. Good of 
Arcadia. 

Last Thanksgiving eve, 
Mrs. Good went to 
Taylor’s to pick up her 
ftesh turkey which she was 
going to take with her to 
Palm desert, where her 
family was to celebrate the 
holiday. The turkey has 
been specially packed by 
Taylor’s in ice in an iq>ple 
box for the journey. She 
took the box and, upon her 
arrival, opened it expect¬ 
ing to see her prize Shelton 
turkey. Instead, there were 
apples, lots of apples and 
no turkey. (The apples

QUESTION: My four- 
cylinder Buick has 70,000 miles on it, 
and it overheated recently. Besides 
repairing the problem that caused the 
overheating, the mechanic also had to 
replace the head gasket and do a valve 
job on the car. Now the engine uses 
about one quart of oil with every gas 
fill up. I think this is excessive. What is 
wrong?—P.B. 

ANSWER: Providing that the 
valve job is not defective, an increase 
in oil consumption after a valve job is 
not uncommon. A valve job increases 
manifold vacuum, causing the oil to 
rise past the piston rings. To solve the 
problem it is likely that you will have 
to have the head gasket pulled again 
and the pistons re-ringed. Also, look 
for other damage. Since the engine was 
run at such high temperatures, it is 
likely there will be more damage.

With service like 
that, it is no wonder why 
Taylor’s customers are a 
vocal and loyal bunch. 

“We’ve really been 
blessed over the years,” 
said the usually demure 
Don Taylor. “We have 
wonderful customers, we 
love being a part of the Si¬ 
erra Madre community 
and I have never had such 
a great group of employ¬ 
ees.” With a winning for¬ 
mula like that, one would 
expect no changes in the 
future. However, Taylor 
plans one modification this 
year. “All boxes will be 
carefully inspected before 
delivery to customers,” he 
chuckled.

front of a wall of flames 
pushing toward him at 20 
miles per hour, but it made 
for great video. 

As for the Malibu blaze, 
Craig was mostly im¬ 
pressed with the “Sky 
Crane,” a helicopter with a 
2,600 gallon capacity that 
can fill itself from any 
water source. He says the 
Sky Crane “really showed 
what it could do in 
Malibu.” 

The commercial real 
estate firm in Pasadena 
that Craig owns with his 
father affords him the free¬ 
dom to pursue his video¬ 
making. Firestorm: Air 
Attack is a follow-up to 
“Playing in Predator 
Country,” a 30-minute 
video designed to show 
people what to do if they 
encounter a black bear, 
grizzly, or mountain lion. 
The next video on the way 
is “Hunting with the Griz¬ 
zly Bear,” and talks about 
the phenomenon that the 
sound of a rifle has come 
to represent a dinner bell 
for the grizzly bear. 
Bonholzer also lectures on 
wildlife, and is the founder 
of the San Gabriel Moun¬ 
tains Bear and Wildlife 
Preservation Society. 

Make no mistake, 
though, Bonholzer’s inter¬ 
est in wildlife is primarily 


on the side of the four¬ 
legged creatures. “I don’t 
look at things the same 
way most people do,” says 
Craig, “When I’m out 
tracking a bear or a moun¬ 
tain lion, I think of myself 
as another piece of meat. 
What I don’t like is if 
there’s a confrontation 
with a bear because of 
something stupid a person 
did, and then they have to 
hunt down and kill the 
bear.” 

Bonholzer also admits 
to having a desire to see 
the grizzly bear back in 
California. “The grizzly 
became extinct here in its 
historical habitat in the late 
18(X)s, with the gold rash. 
The Kodiak bears in 
! Alaska are about 1,800 
pounds. The grizzly used 
to get over 2,000 pounds, 
and stand 15' tall on its 
hind legs. Can you imag¬ 
ine that?” he asks. 

Bonholzer donated a 
“Bear-Be-Gone” to the 
Pasadena Humane Soci¬ 
ety, to help reduce the hu¬ 
man-animal conflict in 
Pasadena, Sierra Madre, 
and Arcadia; it’s a conflict 
for which Craig knows 
who to blame. “You know 
it’s going to keep happen¬ 
ing, the way we keep push¬ 
ing into their home.”
